ADOPT NEW SYSTEM. 


City Offices Have New Scheme of Issuing 


Purchase Orders. 


Several of the city offices, including 


the health board, controller's office, po- 
lice. department, park board and the city 
attorney's office, have adopted a new 
system of issuing orders for all pur- 
chases. The orders are made iu tripli- 
cate form. The original order is to be 
taken to tho firm with which the pur- 
casa is made, the duplicate is sent to 
the controllers office and the triplicate 
is left in the office of the department 
making the purchase. 


The park board has adopted another 


system of keeping time for work done 
by the different members of the park 
department. This is done to more ac- 
curately ascertain the exact cost of any 
improvement so that the proper assess- 
ments can be made against the benefited

Distinct and cordial commendation is due the In- 


dianapolis judge who a day or two ago declared his inten- 
tion of filling the jail with men who refuse to support 
their children, born before they were divorced, before he 
would permit the children to become county charges or be 
placed in the public institutions. The case under imme- 
diate consideration was one in which the father pleaded 
the responsibilities of a second marriage in order to evade 
obedience to an order of court directing him to pay some 
$4 a week toward the support of two children by a former 
marriage. The situation is not peculiar to Indianapolis. 
Time and again the courts in Fort Wayne and elsewhere 
are called upon to deal with cases identical in character. 
With a disregard that amounts to despicable inhumanity 
the father saddles upon someone else the care and the sup- 
port of children in no wise responsible for their situation 
and goes his way with his new-found affinity, with the 
chances strongly that his helpless progeny are denied even 
the half chance open to them at best. Court admonitions 
appear to be singularly ineffective in impressing upon the 
minds of these men that they have any sort of obligation 
after the marriage ties are severed. They are too often 
disregarded with shameless impunity and the consequent 
burden is borne perhaps uncomplainingly by the former 
wife, or the children are left to the none too tender mercies 
of casual charity. The jail cell is apt to give this sort of 
father a more wholesome conception of his duty to the 
general public as well as to his offspring. The Indianapo- 
lis jurist has chosen the proper remedy. 


We are pleased to see that Councilman Felger gives

Were Instruments of Expediency. 
"Just as neither of the two old parties 


can do this work that must be done to 
level the sectional walls which divide 
us and make the 'American people a sin- 
gle nation, so this country cannot have, 
through -the democratic and republican 
parties, two political? organizations op- 
posed to one another in fundamental 
principles and vital policies. For . both 
of these old parties have .become mere 
instruments of expccdiency to be played 
upon by professional politicians on the 
one hand, and the tune which these pol- 
iticians play is really directed by fed- 
erated, anti-public interests on the oth- 
er hand. 


'The time has come when there must 


be a 'frankly progressive or liberal party 
in this country, and a frankly reaction- 
ary or conservative party. -And the re- 
publican party cannot become either* 
We progressives never again will vote 
the republican ticket, and even if we did 
we are not strong enough to make the 
republican uarty wholly and thorough- 
ly progressive. JIany of those who vot- 
ed the republican ticket at the last 
election- are progressives. But 
they 


knowingly voted against their own con- 
victions because they hated to give up 
their party name.

so very soon the progressives 


of all parties must come -to the pro- 
gressive party. 
They' will have no- 


where else to go. And the conservatives 
of all parties very soon must go to the 
democratic, party, because they will 
have nowhere else to go."

mended as economical and efficient. 


"A sixteen-candle .power light may be 


maintained, giving 17,000-candle power 
hours for $1» s»yg the report, "while to 
;ivo the .same economy alcohol would 
lave to sell at from 3% cents to 5 cents 
per gallon, as compared with the price 
of 59 cents.. A- kerosene .mantle lamp 
with wick feed can.be purchased at from 
83 to §4.50, 'which burns satisfactorily 
with both alcohol arid kerosene." 


Acetylene is recommended as safer 


and more sanitary than gasoline. The 
cost of an acetylene .plant for a. farm 
home is estimated at $225, with an an- 
nual cost of operation of ISO. 


The department's "modern farm elec- 


tric lighting system" is recommended as 
being very efficient and satisfactory, 
though more expensive. The cost, how-
